Mr. John T. Ford, who was manager of 
Ford's Theater at the time the Bootii-Lin- 
coln assassination occurred, says: “John 
Wilkes Booth was trained from earliest 
infancy to consider the almost deified a s s a s ­ 
sin Brutus just aa Shakespeare immortal­ 
ized him. His father wa9 named Junius 
Brutus. His brother Is now the bearer ol 
that surname. The great Booth frequently 
appeared in the play of‘Julius Cie Jar,’ and 
no later than 1864 three of his sons acted 
the three leading characters of the play to 
an audience that applauded the sentiments 
of Brutus to the “echo." “In order to 
demonstrate that his brain was turned by 
the poetic and dramatic glamour which 
transmitted the story of the Roman assas­ 
sination," said Mr. Ford, “it is but just to 
describe him alibis tune: In person he 
was remarkably handsome, with a lace of 
singular manly beauty, in perfect health, 
less than 26 years of age, and almost idol­ 
ized by his friends. As an actor, he could 
earn at least $10,000 per annum. He was 
so popular In Boston that during an en­ 
gagement at the Mnseum hundreds of ladies 
have waited to see him leave the Dago to 
go h» his hotel. The facts and opinions 
will, I think, show the great danger of 
glorifying assassination under auy circum­ 
stances. Julius Cesar was to Rome the 
union of too scholar, soldier, and the 
gentleman.

No Bones iii the Ocean. 
Mr. Jeffrey has established the fact that 
bones disappear in the ocean. By dredg­ 
ing, it is common to bring up teeth, but 
rarely ever a bone of auy kind ; these, 
however com pact dissolve if exposed to the 
action of the water but a little time. On 
the contrary, teeth—which are not bones 
any more than whales are fish—resist the 
destroying action of sea water indefinitely. 
It is, therefore, a powerful solvent. Still, 
the popular opinion is that it is a brine. It 
such were the ease, the bottom ot all seas 
would, long ago, have been shallowed by 
immense accumulations of carcasses and 
products of the vegetable kingdom con­ 
stantly floating into them. Dentine, the 
peculiar material ot which teeth are form­ 
ed, and the enamel covering them, offers 
extraordinary resistance to these chemical 
agencies which resolve other animal re­ 
mains into nothingness. Mounds in the 
West, tumuli in Europe and Asia, which 
are believed to antedate sacred history tor 
thousands of years, yield up 
perfectly 
sound teeth, on which time .appears to 
have made no impression whatever.

lf a girl was to practice for filteeo years 
she could not learn to throw a atone with 
grace aud accuracy. 
Ha ye you eyer won­ 
dered why it is so ? We have.

the end we aim at, aud the meaus we aha! 
employ in our effort to gain the desired 
end. I t will not, I trust, be deemed un­ 
profitable to those «»f us who have deter­ 
mined to devote our byes to study, shouk 
we consider briefly tnt excellence of the 
btudeut’sxlife.

Mr 
Loudon las about sixteen ncret which he 
is using wholly for fruit purposes, and Is as 
enthusiastic as he Is practical. At present 
strawberries are receiving his special at­ 
tention, and he has some varieties as fine as 
ever made a man’s month water. He is 
c instantly seeding in the hope of bringing 
out some new variety, and has thus pro­ 
duced some choice kinds whish bid lair to 
become exceedingly popular. 
He bas 
plants set oat this year which are yielding 
au abundance of Urge, meaty berries, o: 
peculiarly pleasant flavor, and of quite 
uniform size. Every year he has a large 
bed ot seedlings, and from these chooses the 
best varieties, and thus keeps adding to his 
stock. He has in this way brought out 
some valuable varieties. To wander about 
among the beds, and test the frnit, is by no 
means the most pleasant feature of a visit 
to his place. 
Mr. Loudon is thoroughly 
conversant 
with 
his 
business, 
and 
explains 
all 
the 
.ins 
and out of his 
plans for propagating 
and cultivating plants, so that the visitor, 
though a mere amateur, cannot fall to be 
Interested and instructed. He lsdetermin 
ed to get tho very best of every kind of 
fruit, and by constantly discarding the in­ 
ferior kinds and putting superior kinds in 
the place has made wonderful Improve­ 
ments lo his stock. Besides this constant 
study and work oyer the securing of choice 
varieties, he has to superintend the gather* 
mg and marketing which Is no small task, 
and which in its details is decidedly inter­ 
esting, especially to those who know but 
little of where fruit comes from except as 
they go into the market-place and buy it 
already boxed aud cased. Mr. Loudon is 
now 
keeping 
ten 
men 
as 
busy 
as 
busy 
can 
be 
picking strawberries. They have nimble 
fingers, and pick quickly, but they have an 
abundance of berries from which to gather. 
Some of the plants arc literally loaded 
down. Plants which do not thus yield are 
of no use on the place, and aro thrown 
aside. Great attention is also paid to se­ 
curing berries that combine good size with 
rich flavor. We were surprised at some of 
the 
largest that were there growing 
and which in fact seemed more like amal I 
tomatoes than large strawberries, and yet 
la taste they were as richly tlivorod as any 
of the smaller ones. In fact Mr. Loudon 
does not seem to delight in growing mere 
monstrosities, without any attractive flavor 
or form, although he raises some strawber­ 
ries as large as any ever produced. He 
ha9 several varieties that he has not yet 
named, which bid fair to have more than 
a local reputation, as they have everything 
to recommend them to general use. 
By 
his enthusiastic persistency he has suc­ 
ceeded in securing as large an assortment 
of choice varieties as any one could wish 
for. ills place is also crowded with ap­ 
ples, cherries, grapes, and in fact all sorts 
of fruits, and in these he seems to take the 
sidle pride in securing and keeping only 
the 
best.

He opened his discourse by saying that 
the doty of taking aides in any moral con­ 
test is one that appeals to the immediate 
sense of right In every man. 
He who 
changes from one aide to the other accord­ 
ing to the company he la in, Is looked on 
with contempt 
Sometimes a man is 
obliged to wait, until he can examine the 
facts before he gives his judgment. Some 
think that impartiality means favoring 
both aides 
or discountenancing both 
tides. 
Possibly 
this 
may 
be the 
worst kind of partiality, the right may be 
rebuked and the wrong encouraged by 
such a course. 
In choosing between a 
friend and a foe, it might be a credit to 
a man’s generosity to choose the foe, but it 
would be a discount on his good sense. 
Perfect impartiality means justice, justice 
means righteousness, righteousness means 
faithfulness—and faithfulness means being 
true to one’s self, to one’s friends, and to 
God. Carry this out and in the last anal­ 
ysis, will be fouod this sentiment boldly 
standing forth—'“He that is not with me is 
against me.” 
There is moeh talk now about indepen­ 
dence in politics and religion. 
The inde­ 
pendent man considers himself a standing 
protest against what he considers ruling 
evils, refusing to accept the law of one 
party or another, he becomes a law unto 
himself, and he hopes by and by to have a 
party or n creed unto which he shall be 
the law. 
in becoming independent one 
must count the cost. 
It seems that Christ saw how separate 
and diverse his church would be, and 
sought to avert thiA bm Kjr wtti«<r t a x»i 
va any one organization, but by seeking to 
make everything center about himself. 
What other man la the world’s history, 
holding seamail a place as Christ seemed 
to, b u made so much to depend on taking 
sides with him. This claim that “be who 
Is not with me is against me,” is either 
genuine or the most stupendous assump­ 
tion ever put forth by man. His truth is 
either truo or it Is the blackest lie. it is 
beyond all question that a single conscious 
falsehood would have demoralized him and 
made it impossible to assert or push his 
claims in the face of such a betrayal of his 
his own principles. 
The alternative thus set forth by Christ 
in his earthly life has ever since held good. 
The mildest opposition Is vet opposition. 
If one does not cry with the howling mob 
“Barabbas,’* he yet casts his vote for him 
and against Christ. What marks distin­ 
guish those who are “for” from those who 
are “against ?” 
In the time of Chria! there was au ap­ 
parent line drawn between the rich and 
the poor. Most of bis followers were poor. 
Circumstances have changed since, but 
principles remain the same. 
There is no 
Virtue in poverty and no sin in wealth. 
That line is wit oily erased and in its place 
is drawn one which determines the use of 
wealth and the spirit in which poverty is 
borne. The men who followed Jesus have 
passed away, but like classes are still 
following him. 
The opponents of Jesus were the Phari­ 
sees who monopolized the religion of the 
day. 
They 
were 
bitter 
in 
hostility. Had he run after them, accepted 
their patronage, feared to denounce their 
hypocrisies, ho might have risen to popular 
favor among them but would never have 
dared to declare this text. The Pharisees 
have passed away but the whited sepul­ 
chre, and the dead men's bones of the pro­ 
fession of reform without practice, still 
remain In opposition. 
The Sadducees also had to meet this 
question, and they decided against Christ. 
They were the skeptics of that day. They 
made great boasts of their culture. Christ 
told them that the fact of their not making 
any professions, did not lessen their obli­ 
gations. 
In all these classes there were some who 
made personal decisions regardless of their 
associates. This is an important point. 
We can never act for another or allowf an­ 
other to act for us. He asked the alleg­ 
iance of every mao, as lf no other man 
WM In existence. There are many who 
are waiting for Christ or the church or 
some friend to make soma special effort to 
mve them. The neglect of duty on the 
part of others will not be their salvation. 
It u their duty to decide for themselves rn 
aof event. 
If the anxiety shown by 
Christ on the cross will not stir them no 


that the other man had insulted him re­ 
peatedly during the day, and had picked 
the quarrel. As to the merits of the case 
we are not informed, but it is certain that 
those who witnessed the occurrence are Im 
dlgnant that any such display of bloody 
brute force should b t allowed to mar the 
day, or to disturb tha peacefulness of 
the vicinity of their homes.
